The tooters are upset at 
the casual markings of some 
of the playing pitches and 
are not going to pul up with 
half-done, slip - shod jobs in 
future. And neither they 
should. 


Grounds should be pro- 
perly marked and, if clubs 
do the job and referees re 
fuse to allow matches to go 
on, clubs have none but 
themselves to blame. 


The rules state quite clear- 
ly what is required and it is 
high time the clubs obeyed 
the rules, 

Tt needs only one referee 
to call a game off because 
the markings are not distine- 
tive or correct, and there 
will be a big squeal, but the 
referee will be acting right- 
ly—and for the good of the 
game,

League should also insist 
that playing pitches be lined 
in white. This habit of the 
lines being brown should be 
outlawed. Spectators can’t 
see the lines from any dis- 
tance and, surely be to 
goodness, the spectators 
should come first. It is im- 
possible to stand on one side 
of a ground, say at about 
the half-way mark, and see 
the penalty area markings. 


Many players say they 
can't see them from a dis- 
tance—and, if players are in 
the dark, how much is a 
paying patron losing. White 
markings would add to the 
presentation of a match and 
allow a spectator to become 
more a part of it, 


On that count alone, 
white lines are an essential. 
I hope the referees make 
that item next on their list 
of demands. They would do 
a service, not only to them- 
selves, but also for the game 
in the North in general if
